IN ALL COUNTRIES. 





Confidential Information. 

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade 
Correspondents in the British Dominions, the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in other parts of the Empire, and from His Majesty’s 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 128,662 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related, 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
-rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service, which 
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includes the regular supply of the “Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal ” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Comptroller-General of the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the 
discretion of the Board of Trade.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1917. 


Work in connection with the British Industries Fair to be held in 
the Victoria and Albert Museum and the Imperial Institute, South 
Kensington, London, S.W., from 26th February to 9th March next, 
is now well advanced, and the majority of the exhibitors’ stands are 
already in course of erection. 

This year’s Fair will be considerably larger than the one held last 
year. The toy section especially, in which over 170 firms are ex- 
hibiting, will certainly be by far the largest exhibition of British-made 
toys ever held in this country. 

Shortly before Christmas, when it was decided that no further 
requests for space could be considered, applications had already 
been received for about 40 per cent. more space than was available, 
and therefore exhibitors had to be content with smaller spaces than 
had originally been applied for. ‘The fact, however, that there will 
be no very large stands at this year’s Fair will in no way detract from 
the utility of the exhibition, as it is far more important that there 
should be a representative number of exhibitors than that a small 
number of firms should be accommodated with very large stands. 

After it was found necessary to stop considering further appli- 
cations, a large number of firms applied for space, which, much to 
the regret of the Board of Trade, was no longer available. However, 
the names of such firms have been duly noted, and invitations to 
participate in future Fairs will be forwarded to them in due course. 

Arrangements in connection with the British Industries Fair 
(Glasgow), which is to be held in the building of the tramway depét 
at Govan, Glasgow, from 26th February to 10th March, are also well 
advanced. 





EXHIBITION OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN 
CATALOGUES IN LONDON. 


In order that British manufacturers may .have an opportunity of 
familiarising themselves with German and Austrian methods of 
advertising, the Board of Trade have collected over 7,500 specimen 
catalogues of German and Austrian origin, and these may be 
inspected at the Foreign Samples Section of the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence, 32, Cheapside, London, E.C. 

One feature of the catalogues, which is of especial interest to British 
manufacturers who are themselves publishing catalogues with a view 
to increasing their export trade, is the number of foreign languages 
in which the German and Austrian catalogues are printed. The 
Board of Trade collection includes catalogues printed in English, 
French, Spanish, Portuguese, Roumanian, Russian, Finnish, Polish, 
Italian, Dutch, Hungarian, Bohemian, G~eek, and Chinese. Many are 
polyglot in character, and are printed in three, four, and in some cases 
eight different languages. 

collection, which is illustrative of a great variety of industries, 
includes, for example, over 1,400 catalogues of machinery, embracing 
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over 100 of agricultural machinery, in addition to over 400 catalogues 
of machine tools. Recent additions have brought the number of toy 
catalogues up to about 485, including the productions of most of the 
well-known Nuremberg toy manufacturers; and in view of the 
progress made by British toy manufacturers these catalogues should 
prove of particular interest to firms engaged in the industry, There 
are also about 350 catalogues of fancy goods, over 245 of glassware 
and of chinaware, about 600 of hardware, 640 of electrical goods, 
1,100 of tools, as well as a considerable number referring to cutlery, 
photographic apparatus, printers’ and stationers’ requisites, musical 
instruments, household utensils (960) and furniture (230). 

A new index has been prepared, in which the catalogues are 
classified both as regards articles of manufacture and names of 
manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any particular cata- 
logue a simple matter.

FORTHCOMING INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION IN

number of farms worked. It is stated that the organisation of this 
show will be on a large scale, and that British and Colonial manu- 
factures will be a feature of the exhibition.

It 
would greatly facilitate the work of the Foreign Trade Depart- 
ment if applicants in making enquiries would specify the par- 
ticular trade or trades for which substitutes are required. 

Note (5).—The pentvtnny List for each country is telegraphed 
on the day of issue, to His Majesty’s representatives in that 
country, who is instructed to notify accordingly British Con- 
sular Officers, to whom persons abroad should apply for informa- 
tion as to names on the List. Persons and firms in the United 
Kingdom with agencies or branches abroad would, however, be 
well advised to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of 
the List as they appear.

DEALINGS IN HIDES. 

The Secretary of the War Office announces that regulations have 
been made by the Army Council under the Defence of the Realm 
(Consolidation) Regulations, 1914, respecting dealings in all hides, 
cow, ox, and bull, imported into the United Kingdom of the follow- 
ing weights :— 


Wet-salted ... ag ... 45 lb. and upwards. 
Dry-salted ... #7 ... 26 lb. and upwards. 
Dry ... : se ... 18 1b. and upwards. 


The effect of these regulations will be to ensure the use for military 
purposes of all hides suitable for the production of Army leather, 
and to limit the price at which they may be sold to tanners to.a 
figure of 1 per cent. in advance of the importer’s sale price. No 
sales may be made to tanners without a guarantee being given by 
the tanners that the hides will be put into work for the production 
of leather suitable for military requirements, and all parties to every 
transaction are required to satisfy themselves that the specified rate 
of profit has not been unlawfully increased. An exception is made 
in the case of certain brokers, who will be permitted to charge their 
customary selling brokerage of one-half per cent. Special permits 
will be issued to brokers of this class in cas3s where the circum- 
stances justify it, and all buyers are required to satisfy themselves 
in cases where the price charged is found to be greater than the im- 
porter’s sale price by more than 1 per cent., that the hides in 
question have in fact passed through the hands of a broker holding a’ 
special permit to charge the higher rate. .

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RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING IN LEAD. 


The Minister of Munitions has issued an Order, under date 2nd 
February, providing that :— 

(1) No person shall, as from 2nd February until farther notice, 
purchase, sell, or, except for the purpose of carrying out a contract in 
writing existing prior to such date for the sale or purchase of lead, 
enter into any transaction or negotiation in relation to the sale or 
purchase of lead situated outside the United Kingdom except under 
and in accordance with the terms of a licence issued under the 
authority of the Minister of Munitions. 

(2) No person shall, as from 2nd February until further notice, 
purchase or take delivery of any lead situated in the United King- 
dom except under and in accordance with the terms of a licence issued 
under the authority of the Minister of Munitions, or sell, supply or 
deliver any such lead to any person other than the holder of such a 
licence and in accordance with the terms thereof; provided that no 
such licence shall be required in the case of any sale, purchase or 
delivery of such lead 

(a) For the purpose of a contract or order for the time being in 
existence certified to be within Classes “‘A” or “B” of 
Circular L.83 as to Control of Output issued by the Minister 
of Munitions on 3lst March, 1916, where the price paid 
upon such sale or purchase does not in the case of virgin 
pig lead exceed £29 per ton net and in the case of remelted 
lead, or old or scrap lead, exceed £26 per ton net; 

(b) For the purpose of necessary repairs or renewals involving 
the use of not exceeding 1 cwt. of such lead. 

(3) No person shall, as from 2nd February until further notice, use 
any lead for the purpose of any manufacture or work except :— 

(a) For the purpose of a contract or order for the time being in 
existence certified to be within Classes “ A” or“ B” of 
Circular L.33 as to Control of Output issued by the Minister 
of Munitions on 3lst March, 1916. 

(b) For the purpose of necessary repairs or renewals involving 
the use of not exceeding 1 cwt. of lead. 

(c) For the purpose of type casting from lead already in the 
form of type or purchased for that purpose at the date 
hereof. 

(2) Under and in accordance with the terms of a licence issued 
under the authority of the Minister of Munitions. 

(4) All persons shall, within ten days from 1st February, 1917, and 
within seven days from the first day of each succeeding month, send 
in to the Director of Materials (A.M.2. (E) ), Hotel Victoria, North- 
umberland Avenue, London, S.W., monthly returns of :— 

(a) All lead held by them in stock or otherwise under their con- 
trol on the last day of the preceding month. 

(6) All lead purchased or sold by them tor future delivery and 
not yet delivered on such last day, together with the names 
of the sellers to or purchasers from them. 

(c) All lead delivered to them during the preceding month. 
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(d) All contracts or orders existing on the last day of, or entered 
into during, the preceding month requiring for their execu- 
tion the use of lead for any purpose, specifying the amounts 
of lead required weekly for the purpose of such contracts or 
orders and distinguishing between the amounts required 
for Classes “A” and “ B” respectively of Circular L.33, 
and the amounts required for other purposes. 

Notwithstanding the above, no return is required ‘from any pereon 
whose total stock of lead in hand and on order for future delivery to 
him has not at any time during the preceding month exceeded 1 cwt. 

(5) For the purpose of this Order the expression lead shall mean 
pig lead, whether virgin or remelted, sheet lead, lead pipe, and old 
and scrap lead or any of them. 

(6) All applications for licences to purchase or use lead shall be 
made to the Director of Materials (A.M.2.(E)), Hotel Victoria, 
Northumberland Avenue, London, S.W., and marked “ Lead 
Licence.” 

NotEe.—Licences to purchase and take delivery of lead situated in 
the United Kingdom will usually be granted by the Minister of 
Munitions under the above Order for necessary repairs and renewals 
in the ordinary course of trade, and will also be granted for any 
other purposes which may be approved by the Minister of Munitions, 
including manufacture for the purposes of export trade. 

Every applicant for a licence must state the amount of metal 
required by him per month and the use to which it will be put. 





RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN AND PURCHASE 
OF SOFT SAWN TIMBER. 


The Secretary of the War Office notified, under date 4th February, 
that the Army Council had taken steps, under the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations, to assume control of all stocks in the United 
Kingdom of soft sawn timber both planed and unplaned including 
sleepers, in order to safeguard supplies for military purposes and to 
prevent further inflation of prices. All dealings in stocks of timber . 
of these descriptions was prohibited until further notice subject to the 
proviso that deliveries might be made under existing contracts or that 
sales might be made to any one person of not more than two 
standards at prices not exceeding those current during the week 
ended 31st January, 1917. The purchase of timber of these descrip- 
tions not already in stock in the United Kingdom was also prohibited 
until further notice. 


In a subsequent notification, dated 6th February, the War Office 
announced that dealings in soft wood may be resumed forthwith, 
subject, inter alia, to the following conditions : 

(1.) Deliveries may be made under existing contracts ; 

(2.) Lots of under one standard may be sold provided the price 
does not exceed that current for similar transactions during the week 
ended 31st January, 1917 ; 
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RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN AND PuRCHASE or Sorr SAWN 
TIMBER—continued. 


(3.) Fresh contracts for one or more standards for sale at prices 
not exceeding those current during the week ended 31st January, 
1917, may be made provided that a certificate be obtained from the 
intending purchaser that the timber is required for a Government 
contract, or that the seller is satisfied that the wood is actually 
required for work of national importance. Cases of doubt should be 
referred to the Director of Army Contracts, Imperial House, Tothill 
Street, S.W. 

Applications for licences to buy and sell and to offer to buy and 
sell soft wood, excluding pitprops, not in stock in the United 
Kingdom should be addressed to the Director of Army Contracts, 
as above. 





COPPER SCRAP, ETC., FROM SHELL BANDS. 


The Ministry of Munitions desire to remind all interested, and 
particularly dealers to whom permission has been given to buy and 
collect scrap copper preparatory to handing it over to the Ministry at 
the average monthly price, that such permission does not apply to 
the purchase or collection of copper scrap and turnings from shell 
bands. Such scrap and turnings must be returned direct to the 
Ministry by the shell makers. 





LOCOMOTIVE ENGINES. 


Returns Required. 


The Minister of Munitions has ordered that all persons (other than 
railway companies) owning or having in their possession or under 
their control any steam or petrol locomotive engine or engines in 
Great Britain shall, within ten days from the date of the Order, 
namely, Ist February, send in to the Deputy Director-General of 
Railway Material Licences, Ministry of Munitions, Whitehall Place, 
London, 8.W., returns containing the following particulars with 
regard to such engine or engines :— 

(a) Type of locomotive ; 

(6) Steam or petrol driven ; 

(c) Name or number of locomotive ; 

(d) Owner’s name and address ; 

(e) Maker of locomotive ; 

(f) Date on which locomotive was built ; 

(g) Gauge of railway ; 

(h) Maximum height and width of locomotive ; 

(i) Work (if any) on which locomotive is employed; and 

(j) Weight and general description ; and 
to make such further returns concerning any such engine or engines 
as may hereafter be required by the Deputy Director-General of 
Railway Material Licences.

MAXIMUM PRICE FOR POTATOES. 

The Food Controller has issued an Order, under date Ist Iebruary, 
which includes the following clauses :— 

1. Except under the authority of the Food Controller no potatoes 
of the 1916 crop may be sold— 

(a) By or on behalf of the grower thereof at a price exceeding 
the following prices :— 
Potatoes for delivery in February, 1917 ... £8 a ton. 
. . March or April, 1917, £9 __,, 
r x May or June, 1917, £10 _,, 
or 
(b) After the 19th February, 1917, by or on behalf of any 
person not being the grower thereof at a price exceeding 
1d. a lb. 

2. The maximum price applicable on the occasion of a sale of 
potatoes by the grower shall not include any costs of transport from 
the premises of the grower, or the cost of any bags or other packages.

(which order or notice may be varied from time to time), prohibit the 
despatch of parcels or samples to any neutral country or countries in 
Europe, except with such permission or on such conditions as may be 
specified in the order or notice, and any person affected by any such 
order or notice who fails to comply therewith shall be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations ; and if such person is a company, 
every director and officer of the company shall also be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations unless he proves that the failure to 
comply took place without his knowledge or consent. 

‘‘ For the purposes of this regulation the expression ‘ parcels’ shall 
include parcels sent by parcels post or shipped on parcels receipt, and 
the expression ‘ samples’ shall include samples sent by parcels post 
and by sample post. 

‘* This regulation shall be in addition to, and not in derogation of, 
the provisions of any enactment, order, proclamation, or regulation 
respecting the export of merchandise or trading with the enemy, and 
shall not prejudice or affect the powers of censoring postal corre- 
spondence.” 

Prohibition of Purchase of Firearms, etc. 

Regulation 30 is amended by extending the prohibition on the 
manufacture, sale, transfer or disposal of firearms, etc., to the purchase 
of firearms, etc.; and adds air guns and air rifles to the goods governed 
by the Regulation. 

Closed-in Space on Upper Decks of Vessels, 

After Regulation 39p the following regulation is inserted :— 

‘“‘39E, Where, in compliance with directions from the Shipping 
Controller, a registered ship is so altered that any space on the upper 
deck becomes a permanently closed-in space within the meaning of 
paragraph (5) of Rule I. of the second schedule to the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, the ship shall not for the purposes of section 
forty-eight of that Act (as amended by any subsequent enactment) 
be deemed, unless the owner of the ship so desires, to have been 
so altered as not to correspond with the particulars relating to her 
tonnage or description contained in the register book, if the tonnage 
particulars of the space as altered are entered on the certificate of 
registry of the ship.” 


PARCEL POST TO SWITZERLAND. 

The Postmaster-General announces that he has been informed by 
the Swiss Post Office that the Customs Declarations relative to 
parcels sent by post to Switzerland must furnish an exact description 
of the goods and the quantity (gross and net weight, or, in the case 
of watches, the number), as well as the value of each separate article.

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
January, 1917, amounted to 2,220,966 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,460,167 tons, as against 2,519,276 tons entered, and 
2,901,937 tons cleared, during January, 1916. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during January, 
1917, amounted to 1,703,531 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
1,708,678 tons, as against 1,901,660 tons arrived, and 1,901,321 tons 
departed, in January, 1916. 





UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA 
: AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, it has 
been arranged for H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and New- 
foundland (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) to pay a further official visit to 
this country. 

Mr. Hamilton Wickes, who visited this country in 1915, is expected 
to arrive early in March, and will be prepared to interview (by 
appointment) representatives of those-firms who may be able to see 
him in London at the Offices of the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence of the Board of Trade for several weeks before Haster, 
Immediately after Easter he will visit such trade and industrial 
centres in the United Kingdom as it may appear most advantageous 
to visit in view of applications that may he received from firms in 
or near those centres, and from Chambers of Commerce. These 
centres will probably include, in the order named, Bristol and South 
Wales, Birmingham and district, the Potteries, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Ireland, Scotland, Newcastle, Yorkshire, Derby; Nottingham and 
Leicester. 

In order that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms 
who may desire to have an interview with Mr. Hamilton Wickes are 
requested to make their application as soon as possible, and, in any 
case, not later than the 19th February in the case of London, and the 
5th March in the case of the Provinces.

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NEW INDUSTRIAL AND MINING ACTIVITIES 
IN THE URALS. 


H.M. Consul at Ekaterinburg (Mr. T. Preston) writing, under 
date 30th December, states that the war has been responsible for 
starting a number of new industries in the Ekaterinburg district, as 
well as increasing the output of existing industries; it has also 
brought about the discovery of new mineral deposits by the in- 
creased activity in prospecting. 

Sulphuric acid production.—Although sulphuric pyrites, the raw 
material for making sulphuric acid, is to be found in large quantities 
in the vicinity of Ekaterinburg, the largest works in Russia engaged 
in the manufacture of this acid aré situated in the south and were 
formerly supplied with raw material from abroad (from the pyrites 
mines of Spain and Portugal). The shortage of tonnage occasioned 
by the war has caused considerable attention to be turned to the Ural 
pyrites, which now largely supplies the above-mentioned works in 
South Russia as well as the existing and newly-erected works in the 
Urals. It might be supposed that many new works would spring up 
in the Urals, but, with the exception of Kishtym and the Vodarsky 
works at Polevskoy (Sissert), this is not the case; the reason being 
that railway charges on pyrites (7.e., the ore) are lower than those on 
acid, so that it is more advantageous to haul ore from the Urals to 
the works in the South, where the acid is nearer the market. 

The Ural works, and their annual output of sulphuric acid, are as 
follows :—Polevskoy, 600,000 pouds; Roudyanka, 300,000 pouds ; 
Kishtym, 500,000 ponds; and -Perm, 300,000 pouds; making a 
total of 1,700,000 pouds. 

The Kishtym works, which were only built in May, 1915, were 
recently completely burnt down. They are being re-erected, and it 
is expected that they will be ready to resume production in April of 
this year. The total home demand for sulphuric acid caused by the 
war is estimated at 20,000,000 pouds annually, so that it will be 
seen that the Urals play but a small part in the actual manufacture of 
the acid, especially when the huge deposits of raw material. situated 
in the Ekaterinburg district alone are taken into consideration. 

Other new industries.—A steel rope factory has been constructed on 
the outskirts of Ekatetinburg by Swedish interests. ‘lhe demand 
for steel wire ropes in the Ural district is very great, and, despite the 
existence of this local factory, there should be a big field for im- 
porters. 

Among enterprises of less importance which have sprung up 
during the war may be noted the erection in the vicinity of 
Ekaterinburg of a silicate works, the production of which is at 
present largely sent to the soap works in Siberia, the erection of 
three new dredges on gold placers, and the establishment of several 
flour mills, various iron foundries, and cellulose works. 

Mining activities—-New mineral discoveries include lead mines 
near Troitz (South Ural); nickel, hitherto only known in the Revda 
property, has now been discovered in the Oufaley property, and is 
been prospected for in the neighbouring property of Kishtym; whilst 
pyrites are being energetically mined all round Ekaterinburg. The 
wolfram mines at Boevsky are being worked by the Government, 
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New Industrial and Mining Activities in the Urals. 





and the graphite mines at the same place are also being éxploited, 
aithough, owing to the absence of machinery with which to con- 
centrate it, the graphite has almost exclusively been used for foundry 
facings. 

In this connection H.M. Consul directs attention to the great 
interest now being displayed by the large Petrograd banks in the 
various mining companies of the Urals, a great many of which are 
becoming joint stock companies. Thus the Petrograd banks are now 
interested in no less than 15 companies with a total capital of 
127,380,000 roubles. (D.C.I, 4,268.)

SALE, ETC., OF CERTAIN SUGARS IN FRANCE. 


H.M. Embassy in Paris has forwarded the text of two Decrees, 
published in the “‘ Journal Officiel” (Paris) of 3rd and 4th January 
respectively, relative to the sale and distribution of certain sugars in 
France. 

The first of these Decrees, dated Ist January, 1917, fixes the price 
at which sugar may be sold wholesale, and abrogates the Decree on 
the same subject of 30th September, 1916 (see p. 176 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 19th October last.) The present Decree is 
followed in the “Journal Officiel” by a Circular from the Minister 
of Public Works, Transport and Food Supply, addressed to the Prefects 
of the Departments, pointing out that the raising of the tax on sugar 
from 25 to 40 francs, provided by the Budget, has rendered necessary 
this revision of prices, and that the retail prices fixed by Prefectural 
Orders must needs be modified. 

The second Decree, dated 2nd January, 1917, relates to the distri- 
bution of refined sugar and is also followed by a Circular to the 
Prefects explaining its provisions.

PROTECTION OF ‘FOREIGN PATENTS, DESIGNS AND 
TRADE MARKS IN SWEDEN. 


H.M. Minister at Stockholm has forwarded a copy and translation 
of a Swedish Royal Decree of 27th October, 1916, containing 
amended Regulations with regard to protection for certain foreign 
patents, designs, and trade marks in Sweden. The substance of this 
Decree, which came into force on Ist December, is as follows :— 

Patents.— Patents protected in a foreign State will also be*protected 
in Sweden if the patent is applied for in Sweden within twelve months 
from the date when protection was applied for in the foreign State, 
and if the applicant lodges a claim to priority with the Patent 
Authorities in Sweden before a resolution has been adopted by the 
said authorities to publish the application in the official gazette. 

Designs and Trade Marks.— Designs and trade marks protected in 
a foreign State will also be protected in Sweden if registration is 
applied for in Sweden within four months from the date when 
registration was applied for in the foreign State, and if the applicant 
lodges a claim to priority with the Registration Authorities in 
Sweden before a resolution has been adopted as to the registration of 
the design or trade mark.

These stamped and signed duplicate forms will be issued by the 
proper officers of Customs in the United Kingdom on application by 
the exporters.

In the case of sugar, the duties are payable on the amount manu- 
factured, and it is provided that on or before the 15th January, 1918, 
the owner or manager of every sugar factory in Trinidad shall, in 
respect of such factory, make a return to the Receiver-General show- 
the amount of sugar manufactured in such factory during the twelve 
months ending on the thirty-first day of December, 1917. 

On or before the thirty-first day of January, 1918, the owner or 
manager of every sugar factory in 'l'rinidad shall pay to the Receiver- 
General the amount of the tax upon the sugar manufactured in such 
factory due under the provisions of this Ordinance up to and including 
the thirty-first day of December, 1917; but after making allowance 
for the tax paid in respect of the shipment by him of any such 
sugar.

ECUADOR. 


The Ecuadorian ‘ Registro Oficial” for the 30th October last 
contains the text of a Law, dated the 13th October, 
as rose waned embodying a revised Customs Tariff for the 
Sceniiiin tm Republic. Chapter I. of the Law (Articles 1—73) 
January, 1917) deals with the Import duties and certain special 
, ‘  imposts on imported goods ; Chapter II, (Articles 
74—79) with the Export duties and special export charges ; and 
Chapter III. (Articles 80— 86) with Port dues. The Law supersedes 
the former Tariff Law, and, in virtue of Article 89, its provisions 
were to come into force on the Ist January, 1917. 

Import Duties and special Imposts.— From a comparison of the new 
measure with the former Tariff Law, it appears that no great changes 
have been made in the rates of Customs duty applicable to goods 
imported into Uruguay. Under the tariff system formerly in force 
in Uruguay, the rates of Customs duty assigned to specified goods 
or classes of goods in the Tariff schedules were subject to surtaxes 
(leviable under a series of Laws, etc., for special purpose), which 
amounted in the aggregate to 1254 per cent. (in some cases 108} per 
cent.) of the basic (Tariff) rates. Under the new Law, however, these 
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ECUADOR—continued. 


surtaxes have been incorporated in the 'l'ariff rates themselves. For 
the purpose of levying duty, goods are grouped into classes, each 
class being subject to duty at a prescribed rate. Under the former 
Tariff there were 38 such classes, with duties ranging from 1 centavo 
per kilog. to 60 sucres par kilog., whereas under the new Law there 
are 08 classes of goods, with duties ranging from 2 centavos to 135 
sucres 30 centavos per kilog. Goods not specified in the Tariff 
Schedules were formerly included under class 18 of the old Tariff 
and paid a (basic) duty of 30 centavos per kilog.; under the new 
Tariff they are comprised under class 32 and pay 68 centavos per 
kilog. (which, it will be observed, is approximately equal to the old 
rate plus the surtaxes of 125% per cent.) 


In addition to the general import duties referred to in the preced- 
ing paragraph, certain special imposts are leviable at various ports for 
specific local purposes. These local surtaxes on the import duties 
are the same in the new Tariff as they were in the Tariff formerly in 
force. 

The Law also contains particulars respecting the various auxiliary 
duties and charges levied on imported goods, ¢.., unloading charges, 
wharfage charges, etc. These appear to be practically the same as 
those formerly leviable. 


Export Tariff—In the case of the export Tariff also, the surtaxes 
hitherto leviable in addition to the basic duty have been incorporated 
in the export duty proper There are, however (as in the Import 
Tariff), special local charges which are levied, in addition to export 
duty proper, on goods exported via certain ports; and these special 
surtaxes are the same under the new as under the old Tariff. 


Port charges.—The provisions of this Chapter of the Law are the 
same as those of the corresponding Chapter of the former Law. 


A copy of the new Tariff Law may be consulted by British traders 
interested at the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basing- 
hall Street, London, E.C.; and the Department will be prepared to 
supply particulars as to the rates of duty leviable on particular goods 
or classes of goods in response to written applications from British 
traders. (D.C.I. 4,379.)

, , ete. 

and in cocaine and its salts, may only be 
carried on by the proprietors of chemists’ shops and by directors of 
benevolent institutions, who may be authorised by the respective Chief 
of Police to exercise such trade, after giving a written and signed 
declaration that such drags will only be sold for therapeutical purposes. 
Peraons so authorised must produce their permits to the Customs each 
time they desire to clear such substances through the Castom house. 
The drugs in question may only be imported through the Custom 
houses ot Esmereldas, Bahia de Caraquez, Manta, and Guayaquil, and 
the exportation thereof vié any of the Custom houses of the Republic 
is forbidden. 

The Law contains provisions respecting the special records which 
chemists, etc. must keep in respect of trade in the drugs, penalties for 
infringement of the regulations, and measures to ensure the suppres- 
sion of opium-smoking establishments and other illicit use of the drugs. 
The complete text of the Law (in Spanish) may be consulted at the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, Lon- 
don, E.C. The Law was to come into force on the date of promul- 
gation, viz., the 13th October last. (D.C.1. 4,381.)

ee F iderable time, it is stated, G 
Paver Yara. or a considerable time, it is stated, Germany 
has been a large buyer of Swedish sulphate for 
use in the manufacture of substitutes for jute and other raw 
materials for textiles. There has been a considerable expansion of 
the sulphate industry in Sweden of late years, a number of new 
sulphate factories having been built, but the demand is greater 
than the production. ‘The greater part of the output goes to 
Germany, and a portion is now exported to the United States. 

Long before the war Germany and Austria had invented methods 
of manufacturing paper yarns, but the introduction of these products 
was resisted by the jute industry. Conditions have changed, however, 
owing to the stoppage of imports of textile materials into Germany, 
and, with improved methods of manufacture, an enormous expansion 
has taken place in the production of paper yarn and manufactures 
thereof as substitutes for jute, linen, hemp and cotton. 

The home production of sulphate in Germany is considerable and 
there is no reason why it should not be increased so as to cover the 
greater part of the requirements of German textile manufacturers, 
who anticipate considerable difficulty in securing supplies of Indian 

jute after the war. 

Owing to the high price of sulphate it has been found necessary to 
mix sulphite with it in the production of paper yarn, and preparations 
are being made by one German firm for the introduction of an 
impregnated yarn of sulphite alone, which is expected to be a more 
suitable substitute for linen. 

The leading firm in this new industry, in addition to importing 
sulphate, manufactures this commodity at Grafl Krappitz, and has 
factories for the production of paper yarn and textiles. 

In the process of manufacture the paper is cut into strips by special 
machines, then impregnated to increase its toughness. The strips are 

_ spun on special machines, but machines formerly used for jute 
spinning are also utilised. At first the paper was spun together with 
. other materials, but now paper alone is used in most cases. 
The price of paper yarn has lately risen in Germany. According 
-to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung,” however, the ordinary kinds of paper 
yarn, with 15 per cent. moisture, sel] at a maximum price of 2°40 
‘.marks per kilo. (about 1s. 1d. per lb. taking the mark at par), which 
cannot be considered high. (D.C.1. 580}

tion of sugar had declined by 70,000 tons, representing a falling-off of 
80 per cent., or a loss to the country of 20,000,000 francs (about

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NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 
1911 to 1916. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice 
of the following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether 
contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

2127X. Workmen engaged in the repair of casks and barrels when 
carried on in immediate conneetion with munitions work. 

This decision modifies decision B1988 (‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of the 19th October, 1916). In accordance with section 3 (2) of the 
National Insurance (Part Il. Amendment) Act, 1914, contributions 
in respect of workmen covered by this decision, but previously 
excluded by virtue of decision B1988, are payable as from the 8th 
February, 1917. 

2128X. Labourers employed at timber ponds which are part of the 
premises of sawmills or other establishments engaged wholly or 
mainly in carrying on any insured trade or munitions work. 

2129X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of acetone. 

2131X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in engraving or 
etching jewellery, gold and silver-ware, or plated goods. 


B, The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 

2130. Workmen (other than those employed in the manufacture of 
chemical ingredients) eugaged wholly or mainly in mixing and pre- 
paring compounds for case hardening metals. (Application 485X.) 

Correction.— Decision A2122X (‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” ot the 
25th January, 1917) should read “‘Gatemen employed in connection 
with insured irades and engaged wholly or mainly by way of manual 
labour, e.g., in such work as opening and shutting gates, taking in 
and handing out checks, operating a weighing machine, keeping 
the yard tidy, carrying messages. 

Jote.— Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part II.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
